The Glades area sugar harvest is 
in full swing with early estimates 
of a record yield of 9.7 million gross 
tons of cane still anticipated and 
the raw sugar price holding at 
14.98 cents a pound. 

Adjusted figures on the yield 
will not be available until January, 
however, according to Dalton 
Yancey, because full harvesting 
has only, begun, cutting of some 


fields starting as late as last week.

“first discovered in June, will not be

"The warm weather has-proba- 
bly been the greatest benefit to the 
industry," says Yancey. "Water 
and soil have not yet cooled. We 
could use a little rain," he added.

mer. Some 300 varieties of cane 
are now being grown, in an 
attempt to develop smut-resistant 
strain 8.

Diabetic research is vital, 
local Rotarians are told 


BELLE GLADE-A move is under- 
way to form a Glades chapter of 
the Juvenile Diabetic Research 
Association was announced to the 

Belle Glade Rotary Club Tuesday. 

Charles Royal, whose son is a 
diabetic, introduced Doug Galliger, 
president of the Dade County 
chapter of the Association who 
spoke at,length about the organiza- 
tion and its goals. 

Galliger said the average lifes- 
pan of an insulin-dependent diabet- 
ic is only 25 years and that insulin 
itself is not a cure, merely 
maintaining body metabolism. 

. Diabetes is a disease of the 
kidneys and pancreas and is the 
leading cause. of coronary heart 
disease, amputation of limbs, and 
blindess in the United States, said 


Galliger. 

He noted that his brother died of 
diabetic complications. 

Nihety percent of the funds 
raised by the Association, Royal 
told the Rotarians, go for pure 


research into the disease through 
the University of Miami Diabetes 
Research Institute. 

Galliger elaborated by explain- 
ing that the research group 
involves 55 people and that they 
have managed to isolate insulin 
producing cells, a major step in 
finding a cure for the disease. 

The Association itself, said Galli- 
ger, was begun by a group of 
parents with diabetic children. 
"They had a need to meet together 
for comfort and advice," he said. It 
was started seven years ago. 

Galliger said one.of the main 
concerns of the group is to make 
known the terrible effects of the 
disease and to work toward a cure, 

"We fully intend to expend the 
time, effort and money to find a 
cure," he said, 

The talk was followed by a lively 
question and answer scssion on the 
disease and its effects and the 
program ended in a plea for 
donations to the cause.
